court is affirmed on grounds other 
than those 
affecting 
the constitu­ 
tionality of the section. 
Section 10 provides for the chal­ 
lenging of voters who do not vote 
the ticket in q uestion at the previous 
election. 
The supreme court 
declared un­ 
constitutional section 13 which re­ 
q uired candidates to 
pay 
an en­ 
trance fee before filing petitions to 
place their names on the ticket. 
The decision, as interpreted by 
L. 
R. N aftzer of the attorney -general’* 
office means that “one only has the 
right to challenge the voter who of­ 
fers to vote 
the ticket of the party 
with which the challenges is affili­ 
ated.” 
In other words, any voter 
can vote at the Republican primaries 
unless a Republican challenges, and 
so for the other parties.
